Frank Jackson was sworn 
in Tuesday to a record 
fourth four-year term in of- 
fice as mayor of Cleveland 
and right away proclaimed 
it was time to get to work. 

In remarks after his 
oath of office, Jackson re- 
iterated a theme he has 
touched on before: Cleve- 
land is a successful city, 
but to be truly great it 
must tackle the challenges 
that prevent all its citizens 
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from sharing in prosperity. 

“Whether we become a 
great city will be decided 
by the condition of its peo- 
ple,” Jackson said. “If we 
become a great city it will 
guarantee our successes ... 
and guarantee our future.” 

There are challenges 
to be addressed, Jackson 
said. Among them: Devel- 
opment of strong schools 
and job-training pro- 
grams to educate people 
and prepare a workforce, 
improved public safety in 
Cleveland’s neighborhoods 


and economic develop- 
ment that creates jobs and 
wealth for residents. 

Eliminating economic 
disparity will also help to 
reduce crime in the city, 
which Jackson labeled as 
a symptom of other com- 
munity problems. 

And he challenged res- 
idents to join in the ef- 
fort, saying that elevating 
Cleveland to greatness will 
require cooperation from 
all.

Cleveland schools CEO 
Eric Gordon wants to keep 
using student test scores to 
rate teachers, even as the 
state looks at moving away 
from that strategy. 

Gordon says he opposes 
a bill from State Sen. Peggy 
Lehner that would reduce 
the use of student tests in 


annual teacher evaluations. 
He said using test scores 
is vital to the district’s im- 
provement plan that the 
legislature and Gov. John 
Kasich approved in 2012. 

Gordon, whose district 
will be the most affected by 
the bill, said he will travel to 
Columbus to testify against 
it. 

“T can’t move away from 
the importance of having 


a student’s performance as 
part of a teacher’s results,” 
said Gordon. 

“I can’t support any- 
thing that would erode 
the Cleveland Plan that we 
have fought so hard to get,” 
Gordon added. “Evaluation 
is what all the elements of 
the Cleveland Plan are built 
upon.” 

That opposition sets up 
a dispute with the Cleve-

land Teachers Union, whose 
members hate being judged 
by student scores as much as 
other teachers across Ohio. 

“We want to be included in 
the [statewide] changes,” said 
Cleveland Teachers Union 
President David Quolke. “We 
don’t think 3,000 teachers in 
Cleveland should be treated 
differently.” 
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Iran protests 


U.S. seeks 
Security 
Council 
meeting 


Accuses Tehran 
of rights abuses

The Trump administra- 
tion accused the Iranian 
government Tuesday of 
blocking or suppressing 
communications used 
by anti-government pro- 
testers and began laying 
groundwork for new inter- 
national sanctions target- 
ing alleged human-rights 
abuses. 

As the protests contin- 
ued for the sixth day, the 
Trump administration at- 
tempted to grasp whether 
discontent would spiral 
into a full-fledged uprising 
or be smothered in govern- 
ment suppression. 

The demonstrations 
began over economic griev- 
ances, but quickly turned 
political as people in cities 
and towns around the na- 
tion chanted broadly an- 
ti-government slogans. 

U.S. officials from the 
White House to the State 
Department to the United 
Nations hastened to re- 
spond, calling for Tehran 
to respect its citizens’ 
rights to protest peacefully 
while suggesting the gov- 
ernment could be respon- 
sible for a death toll that 
rose to more than 20. 

In preparation, the 
administration began 
rallying support for an 
emergency U.N. Security 
Council meeting that could 
impose human-rights sanc- 
tions on Iranian officials.
